Stunning ways to knit fashion news! 

Necklines are news in this book — cardigans with the frankly feminine 
appeal of soft collars or ties ... a neat little sweater with a very 
different V-neck . . . and a current overseas fashion hit, the shirt 
that grew. 

You'll find several of the styles here suitable for TV knitting. 


Check the Dye-lots 

Always buy enough yarn to complete your garment, and be sure it 
comes from the same dye-lot. Slight variations between dye-lots are 
unavoidable. So CHECK the dye-lot numbers. It pays. 

Successful results depend on correct tension 

Before you start knitting, take the wool and needles specified in the 
instructions, cast on 20 stitches, work 20 rows in plain smooth fabric. 
Lightly press work. Check the tension by placing an inch tape across 
the stitches. Count the exact number of stitches to 2" and compare 
with the tension given in the instructions. If your tension is too loose, 
try a size finer needle. If it's too tight, try a size larger needle. If 
more than one size of needle is recommended in the knitting instructions 
and you have altered your needles to correct the tension, corresponding 
alterations must be made to needles throughout the instructions. 

Abbreviations 

K. — Knit. P. = Purl. sts. = stitches, tog. = together, alt. = alter¬ 
nate. p.s.s.o. = pass slip stitch over. ins. = inches, rep. = repeat. 
Garter Stitch = every row knit. inc. = increase, patt. = pattern, 
t.b.l. = through back of loop. beg. = beginning, dec. = decrease, 
incl. = inclusive, y.fwd. = yarn forward, y.r.n. = yarn round needle, 
y.o.n. = yarn over needle, ch. = chain, sp. = space, s.c. = single 
crochet, d.c. = double crochet, tr. = treble, si. st. = slip stitch, 
h. tr. = half treble. I. tr. = long treble (wool over hook twice). 

When instructions read: "Cast off 2 stitches , K.2" (or similar stitches), 
the stitch on the right-hand needle , after casting off, is counted as one 

stitch.

Where 
one set of figures is given, this applies to all sizes. 

THE RIGHT FRONT — Using No. 11 Needles and 
M., cast on 65 [B —69] [C—73] stitches. 

1st row. —K.2, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 

2nd row. —K.l, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows twice. 

Using No. 9 Needles, proceed as follows— 

1st row. —K.5, cast off 3 sts. (for buttonhole), knit 
to end of row. 

2nd row. —Purl to last 5 sts., cast on 3 sts., P.4, K.l. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric, working one st. 
in Garter Stitch at front edge and working a 
buttonhole (as before) in every following 39th and 
40th rows twice. 

Work 37 rows. 

Shape armhole by casting off 4 [B —5] [C—6] sts. 
at beg. of next row. 

Next row. —K.5, cast off 3 sts., knit to last 2 sts., 
K.2 tog. 

Next row. —Purl to last 5 sts., cast on 3 sts., P.4, K.l. 

Continue dec. once at armhole edge in next and every 
alt. row until 53 [B —56] [C—59] sts. remain. 

Work 27 [B —31] [C—35] rows without shaping, 
working a buttonhole (as before) in 39th and 40th 
rows from previous buttonhole. 

Shape neck by casting off 8 sts. at beg. of next row. 

Dec. once at neck edge in every row until 41 [B —44] 
[C—47] sts. remain, then in every alt. row until 
33 [B —35] [C —37] sts. remain. 

Work 1 row without shaping. 

Shape shoulder as follows— 

1st row. —Work to last 11 [B —12] [C—12] sts., 
turn. 

2nd row. —Work to end of row. 

3rd row. —Work to last 22 [B —24] [C—24] sts., 
turn. 

4th row.— As 2nd row. Cast off. 

THE LEFT FRONT —Work as given for Right 
Front, working shapings at opposite ends of needle 
and omitting buttonholes.

Instructions are for smallest size A. Larger sizes B 
and C are shown thus [B—. . .] [C—. . .]. Where 
one set of figures is given, this applies to all sizes. 

THE RIGHT FRONT—Using No. 10 Needles, cast 
on 55 [B—61] [C—67] stitches. 

1st row.—Knit. 2nd row.—Purl. 

3rd row.—Inc. once in first st., knit to end of row. 
4th row.—Purl to last st., inc. once in last st. 

Rep. 3rd and 4th rows eleven times, then 1st and 
2nd rows seven times. (79 [B—85] [C—91] sts.) 

Work double buttonhole as follows— 

41st row.—K.4, cast off 3 sts., K.10, cast off 3 sts., 
knit to end of row. 

42nd row.—Purl to last 14 sts., cast on 3 sts., P.10, 
cast on 3 sts., P.4. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric, inc. once at end of 
needle in next and every following 20th row until 
there 85 [B—91] [C—97] sts. on needle, whilst at 
same time working a double buttonhole in 57th and 


58th [B—59th and 60th] [C—61st and 62nd] rows 
from previous buttonhole. 

Work 26 rows without shaping, working a double 
buttonhole in 57th and 58th [B—59th and 60th] 
[C—61st and 62nd] rows from previous buttonhole. 

Shape armhole by casting off 9 [B—10] [C—11] 
sts. at beg. of next row, then dec. once at end of 
needle in next and every alt. row until 67 [B—70] 
[C—73] sts. remain. 

Work 35 [B—37] [C—39] rows without shaping, 
working a double buttonhole in 57th and 58th 
[B—59th and 60th] [C—61st and 62nd] rows from 
previous buttonhole. (4 double buttonholes, 6 rows 
worked after last one). 

Shape neck by casting off 26 [B—27] [C—28] sts. 
at beg. of next row, then dec. once at beg. of needle 
in every alt. row until 32 [B—34] [C—36] sts. 
remain. 

Work 7 rows without shaping. 

Shape shoulder as follows— 

1st row.—Work to last 11 [B—11] [C—12] sts., 
turn. 

2nd row.—Work to end of row. 

3rd row.—Work to last 22 [B—22] [C—24] sts., 
turn. 

4th row.—As 2nd row. 

Cast off. 


THE LEFT FRONT—Work to correspond with 
Right Front, working shapings at opposite ends of 
needle and omitting buttonholes. 


THE BACK—Using No. 10 Needles, cast on 122 
[B—134] [C—146] stitches. 

1st row.—Knit. 2nd row.—Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows twenty times. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric, inc. once at each 
end of needle in next and every following 20th row 
until there are 134 [B—146] [C—158] sts. on 
needle. 


Work 25 rows without shaping. 

Shape armholes by casting off 9 [B—10] [C—11] 
sts. at beg. of next 2 rows, then dec. once at each 
end of needle in next and every alt. row until 
98 [B—104] [C—110] sts. remain. 


Continue without shaping until armholes measure 
same as Front armholes. 

Shape shoulders as follows— 

1st and 2nd rows.—Work to last 11 [B—11] 
[C—12] sts., turn. 

3rd and 4th rows.—Work to last 22 [B—22] [C—24] 
sts., turn. 

5th and 6th rows.—Work to last 32 [B—34] [C—36] 
sts., turn. 

7th row.—Work to end of row. 

Cast off.

THE LEFT FRONT—Using No. 10 Needles, cast on 
49 [B—53] [C—57] stitches. 

1st row.—K.2, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 
2nd row.—K.l, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st and 2nd rows seven times. ** 

Using No. 8 Needles, proceed as follows— 

1st row—K.19 [B—K.21] [C—K.23], P.2, K.6, P.2, 
K.20 [B—K.22] [C—K.24]. 

2nd row—P.20 [B—P.22] [C—P.24], K.2, P.6, K.2, 
P.19 [B—P.21] [C—P.23]. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows once. 

*** 5th row.—K.19 [B—K.21] [C—K.23], P.2, 
C.3F, P.2, K.20 [B—K.22] [C—K.24]. 

6th row.—As 2nd row. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows four times. *** 

Rep. from *** to *** eight times, 5th and 6th rows 
once, then 1st and 2nd rows twice [B—three times] 
[C—four times]. 

Shape for raglan armhole by casting off 3 [B— 5] 
[C—7] sts. at beg. of next row. 

Work 1 row in patt. without shaping. 

Proceed as follows— 

1st row.—K.2 tog., work to end of row. 

2nd row.—Work in patt. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows seven [B—nine] [C—eleven] 
times, then 1st row once. (37 sts.) 

Work 1 row in patt. without shaping. 

Next row—K.2 tog., work in patt. to last 2 sts., 
K.2 tog. 

Keeping continuity of patt., dec. once at armhole 
edge in every alt. row seventeen times, whilst at 
same time dec. once at front edge in every following 
5th row six times. ( 12 sts.)

Break off yarn and leave these sts. on a stitch holder. 
Work another Flap in same manner. 

THE FRONT—Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 136 
[B— 144] [C—152] stitches. 

1st row.—K.3, * P.2, K.2, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 

2nd row.—K.l, * P.2, K.2, rep from * to last 3 sts., 
P.2, K.l. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows five times, inc. once at each 
end of needle in last row. 

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows— 

1st row.—Knit. 

2nd row.—Purl. ** 

Continue in plain smooth fabric until work measures 
17 ins. from commencement, finishing with a knit 
row. (If desiring to adjust length of frock, do so 
at this point.) 

Divide for front opening as follows— 

Next row.—-P.65 IB—P.69] [C—P.73], cast off 8 sts., 
purl to end of row. 

Continue on last 65 [B— 69] [C—73] sts. for Left 
Front as follows— 

Work 30 rows without shaping. 

*** Place Flap as follows—

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows eight times.

Next row.~K.10 [B—K.12] [C—K.14], slip a set of 
flap sts. on to a fine spare needle so that right side 
of work will be facing when working row, place 
this needle at front of left hand needle, knit tog. 
one st. from each needle until all flap sts. have been 
worked, knit to end of row. 

Work 115 rows without shaping. 

Shape armhole by casting off 8 sts. at beg. of next 
row, then dec. once at beg. of needle in every alt. 
row until 49 [B—52] [C—55] sts. remain. 

Work 36 rows without shaping. 

Shape neck by casting off 6 sts. at beg. of next row, 
then dec. once at end of needle in next and every 
alt. row until 36 [B—38] [C—40] sts. remain. 
Work 6 rows without shaping. 

Shape shoulder as follows— 

1st row—Work to last 9 [B—9] [C—10] sts., turn. 
2nd and 4th rows.—Work to end of row. 

3rd row.—Work to last 18 [B—18] [C—20] sts., 
turn. 

5th row.—Work to last 27 [B—28] [C—30] sts., 
turn. 

6th row.—Work to end of row. 

Cast off. *** 

Join in yarn at centre front and work Right Front 
to correspond with Left Front, working shapings at 
opposite ends of needle, and noting that row placing 
Flap will be worked as follows: K.19 [B—K.21] 
iC —K.23], slip a set of flap sts. on to fine spare 
needle so that right side of work will be facing 
when working row, place this needle at front of 
left hand needle, knit tog. one st. from each needle 
until all flap sts. have been worked, knit to end of 
row. 

THE BACK—Work as given for Front to **. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric until work measures 
same as Front to underarm. 

**** Shape armholes by casting off 8 sts. at beg. of 
next 2 rows, then dec. once at each end of needle in 
next and every alt. row until 106 [B—112] [C—118] 
sts. remain. 

Continue without shaping until armholes measure 
same as Front armholes. 

Shape shoulders as follows— 

1st and 2nd rows.—Work to last 9 [B—9] [C—10] 
sts., turn. 

3rd and 4th rows.—Work to last 18 [B—18] [C—20] 
sts., turn. 

5th and 6th rows.—Work to last 27 [B—28] [C—30] 
sts., turn. 

7th and 8th rows.—Work to last 36 [B—38] [C—40] 
sts., turn. 

9th row.—Work to end of row. Cast off. **** 

THE SLEEVES—Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 60 
[B—64] [C—68] stitches. 

1st row.—K.3, * P.2, K.2, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 

2nd row.—K.l, * P.2, K.2, rep. from * to last 3 sts., 
P.2, K.l. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows eight times, inc. once at each 
end of needle in last row. 


Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows— 

1st row.—Knit. 2nd row.—Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows twice. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric, inc. once at each 
end of needle in next and every following 6th row 
until there are 98 [B—102] [C—106] sts. on needle. 
Continue without shaping until side edge measures 
17 ins. (or length desired) from commencement. 
Shape top by casting off 6 sts. at beg. of next 2 rows. 
Dec. once at each end of needle in next and every 
alt. row until 50 sts. remain, then in every row until 
24 sts. remain. 

Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve in same manner. 

THE LEFT FRONT BAND—Using No. 12 Needles, 
cast on 20 stitches. 

1st row.—K.3, (P.2, K.2) four times, K.l. 

2nd row.—K.l, (P.2, K.2) four times, P.2, K.l. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows 101 times. 

Break off yarn and leave these sts. on a stitch holder. 

THE RIGHT FRONT BAND—Using No. 12 
Needles, cast on 20 stitches. 

1st row.—K.3, (P.2, K.2) four times, K.l. 

2nd row.—K.l, (P.2, K.2) four times, P.2, K.l. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows three times. 

** 9th row.—Rib 8, cast off 4 sts., rib 8. 

10th row.—Rib 8, cast on 4 sts., rib 8. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows nineteen times. ** 

Rep. from ** to ** three times, 9th and 10th rows 
once, 1st and 2nd rows seventeen times, then 1st row 
once. 

Leave these sts. on needle, do not break off yarn. 

THE NECKBAND—Using a fine back-stitch seam, 
sew up shoulder seams and sew edges of front bands 
in position. With right side of work facing and 
using No. 12 Needle holding right front band sts., 
knit up 96 [B—100] [C—104] sts. evenly round 
neck, then work in rib across left front band sts. 
(136 [B—140 ][C—144] sts.) 

1st row.—K.l, * P.2, K.2, rep. from * to last 3 sts., 
P.2, K.l. 

2nd row.—K.3, * P.2, K.2, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 
Rep. 1st and 2nd rows seven times, then 1st row once, 
whilst at same time working a buttonhole as before 
in 2nd and 3rd rows, then following 9th and 10th 
rows. 

Cast off in rib. 

THE BELT—Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 16 
stitches. 

1st row—K.3, (P.2, K.2) three times, K.l. 

2nd row.—K.l, (P.2, K.2) three times, P.2, K.l. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows until work measures 25J 
[B—27] [C—28J] ins. from commencement. 

Cast off in rib. 

TO MAKE UP—With a slightly damp cloth and 
warm iron, press lightly. Using a flat seam for 
ribbing and a fine back-stitch seam for other seams, 
sew up side and sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves, placing 
seams to side seams. Using a flat seam, sew 
ends of front bands in position, crossing rieht 
over left. Fold neckband in half on to wrong side 
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and slip-stitch in position. Over sew lightly round 
buttonhole in neckband.

2nd row.—K.l, * P.2, K.2, rep. from * to last 3 sts., 
P.2, K.l. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows five times, inc. once at each 
end of needle in last row. 

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows— 

1st row.—Knit. 2nd row.—Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows sixty-seven times. 

Work as given from **** to **** for Back of 
Frock. 

THE SLEEVES, FRONT BANDS AND NECK¬ 
BAND—Work as given for Frock. 

TO MAKE UP—With a slightly damp cloth and 
warm iron, press lightly. Using a flat seam for 
ribbing and a fine back-stitch seam for other seams, 
sew up side and sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves, placing 
seams to side seams. Fold neckband in half on to 
wrong side and slip-stitch in position. Over sew 
round buttonhole in neckband. Sew on buttons to 
correspond with buttonholes. Slip-stitch ends of 
flaps to garment. Sew a button in position in the 
centre of each flap. Finally, press all seams.

TO MAKE UP—With a slightly damp cloth and 
warm iron, press lightly. Using a fine back-stitch 
seam, sew sleeves to fronts and back, noting that 
tops of sleeves form part of neckline. Using a flat 
seam for ribbing and a fine back-stitch seam for 
other seams, sew up side and sleeve seams. Using a 
flat seam, sew front bands to collar and join edges 
at centre back. Using a fine back-stitch seam, sew 
bands and collar in position. Sew on buttons to 
correspond with buttonholes. Finally, press all seams.

KNITTING STITCH 





1 st and 2nd rows 


Knitting Stitch is a stitch worked directly over each 
knitted stitch, with a contrasting colour to represent 
the same knitted stitch as before. 

Each square on the graph represents one stitch. 
Insert needle from back of work, in the centre of any 
stitch and draw through. * Insert needle from right 
to left, underneath the two loops of the same stitch 
one row above, and draw through, then insert needle 


back into original place where needle was first 
inserted, draw underneath the two loops still working 
from right to left, and out into the centre of the next 
stitch (thus completing one knitting stitch), repeat 
from * to end of graph pattern. 


All rows of pattern are worked from right to left, 
then from left to right, till the motif or pattern has 
been completed. 
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
